The faint, preliminary ramors of the
city election due in December, are flut-
tering about Astoria; and in figuring
out things and people and measures and
methods incidetital thereto, as is done
in an unconcermed sort of way at this
early day, two questions of some signi-
ficance present themselves, casually, so
o spéak, and they are; Does the new
direet primary law apply to city elee-
tioms? and if so, will it be applied to
the forthcoming event in December?

The Astorian has its own opinion on
both propositions, but desiring to have
something official, and legal, a reporter
called upon City Attormey A. M. Swmith,
vesterday afterncon and propounded
thp iggpuiries. Mn, Smith replied in
terms  that practically answer both
guestions in the affirmative. e is of
the opinion that the law does apply to
the city elections, but had not gone
into the subject at any length with
view of rendering a direct opinion. This
he will do today, and the public will
have the benefit of lis deductions at
vnoe,

It goes without saying that if the city
attorney concludes the law is applicable,
he will recommend its adjustment to tae
coming local contest und the couneil
and city officers will make their pre-
parations therefore in conformity with
the new statute,

In this event, the primaries must be
held as early as possible in November
in onler to afford. safficient time for
campaigning, and, od interim, it’ wil)
pay every citizen to look up the law and
find out just what iv expected of him.
The fact that the new ,system does
away with all conventions and that any
man wita a legal vote can nume his own
nominee for any office, and that every
voter must, iw fact, do duty at two el
ections requires some very careful coach-
ing in the premises,

After the city attormey has been
heard from in & decisive way, this pa-
per will do its_part in broadcasting the
main and significant features of the law
for the bemefit of any to whom its eon-
ditions are dnfamiliar,
